Nationalist China 
Back in Payments 
Of Dues to U. N. 


United Nation*. N. Y., June 6— 


(JP)— Unless Nationalist China 
makes a substantial payment by 
next- January 1 on her United Na- 
tions dues, she may lose the gen- 
eral assembly vote that Russia 
has tried-so hard to deny her. 


Official records of U. N. finances 


revealed today that Chiang Kai- 
Shek's government .has paid no- 
thing on its'membership assess- 
ment for either 1950 or 1951, and 
owe* more than half of her 1949 
assessment. 
Th. U. N. charter provides that 


a member shall not vote in the 
assembly if it is financially delin- 
quent for two full years. But the 
assembly may permit such a mem- 
ber to cast ballots If it 1* con- 
vinced that the failure to pay is 
due to conditions beyond the mem- 
ber's control. 


Chiang's Chinese are not the 


only U. N. members with unpaid 
bills, however. U. N. assessments 
for 1951 total more than $42,000,- 
000—$36,000,000 la still uncollect- 
ed.

The official-U. N. report on con- 


tribution* showed that the For- 
mosa regime owes In U. 8. cur- 
rency $5,731^192.66 — $1,175,187.66

FINAL VOTING 
ON TAX BILL 
STARTSTODAY 


Washington. June 6 — (JP) — The [ 


House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee was summoned into session to- 
day to begin final voting on a pro- 
posed $7,100,000,000 tax increase. 


Members of the Democratic ma- 


jority predicted no fundamental 
changes in the measure at the 
closed-door • session. Nevertheless 
dozens of votes on idividual items 
were anticipated, with ever-pres- 
ent-chance of an upset. 


Rep. Richard M. Simpson (R- 


Pa)j said he would seek a second 
show-down on the excess profits 
tax issue affecting earnings of cor- 
porations. In a stormy session two 
weeks ago, the Democrats rode 
over Republican resistance and 
tentatively voted to broaden the 
base for the excess profits levy. 


Simpson and a Republican col- 


league, Rep. Reed of New York, 
complained that the Democrats 
had violated an agreement reach- 
ed earlier this year to 
refrain 


from changing that tax until 
studies could be made of it* Im- 
pact on various concerns. An ex- 
cess profits tax was in effect dur- 
ing World War n, but was allow- 
ed to lapse and was not revived 
until last year. , 


Another isue sure to be reopen- 


ed Is the committee's tentative 
decision to levy a 3% per cent tax 
on electric energy generated by 
municipal, state and federal pow- 
er plants and sold directly to con- 
sumers. The tax now applies to 
current sold by privately owned 
utilities. Rea cooperatives would 
remain exempt. 


Plenty of complaints were com- 


ing from Nevada on the proposed 
gambling tax, but few from any 
other state, members reported. 


A 12^. per cent increase 
In 


'everybody's income tax , Is rec- 
koned' ' to bring In an additional 
$2,900,000,000. Corporate tax 
boosts were figured at $2,800,000,- 
000, and increases and additions 
to the excise taxes $1,000,000,000. 
A withlfclding tax at the source 
on dividends and interest is ex- 
pected to yield $400,000,000 which 
otherwise might escape taxation.

Government Drops "Mother Hubbard" 
Suit Against the Petroleum Industry 


Washington, Jun* 6—(JP)—The 


government today dropped its so- 
called "mother 
hubbard" anti- 


trust suit against the U. S. pe- 
troleum industry. 


Attorney General McGrath, In 


announcing the action, said the 
litigation—originally filed in Sep- 
tember 1940—was too unwieldly 
for prosecution as a single case. 


Instead, h* caid, the Justice De- 


partment ha* decided to press In- 
dividual anti-trust cases against 
various *egments of the oil In- 
dustry in actions involving fewer 
defendant* and more limited Is- 
sues. 


The "mother hubbard" case was 


brought against the American Pe- 
troleum Institute and 367 corpor- 
ations engaged In various phases 
of the petroleum business. 


Among layers, It has often been 


said facetiously that the case was 
never brought to trial because the 
government did not hav* a court 


house big enough to hold all of the 
defendants and their attorney*. 


Dismissal of the case was ob- 


tained In the U. 8. district court 
here. 


During the year* th* case had 


been pending, the list of defen- 
dants had been whittled down to 
225 as a result of companies be- 
ing dissolved or divorcing them- 
selves from major firms involved 
In the original complaint. 


That complaint charged the 


exlstance of an over-all conspiracy 
to monopolize the entire petroleum 
industry from the production and 
sale of crude oil to the retailing 
of finished products. 


McGrath said World War n 


made It necessary to delay trial 
so as not to Interfere with the In- 
dustry's war effort. 


He added that It was recognized

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WHY PRICE WARS? 


Sam Dawson, Associated Press feature writer, 


sends the following interesting article from New 
York anent the price war being waged in that and 
other of the larger cities across the nation: 


Why price wars? Bargain-happy men and women 


don't care—at long last they're having their inning. 
Merchants do care—at long last merchandise is mov- 
ing out of the stores. Department store sales, which 
had been creeping along, suddenly spurted in New 
York to 25 per cent above last year. 


Price wars may be popular with customers, but 


other merchants have few kind words for them. 
Skeptics are saying that—Sure, when you can bal- 
lyhoo the traditional "sale" into a "price war," with 
a lot of free advertising, and contagious hysteria 
among customers—then you really move the stag- 
nant goods off your shelves. But what happens when 
the war is over? Where are your customers then? 


The present price-cutting spree, complete with cir- 


cus trappings, has demonstrated two things: 


1. There is still a lot of unsatisfied demand for 


the goods—if priced within the buyer's reach. The 
country isn't as some have held, entirely over-bought 
as the result of two waves of scare buying. 


2. There is still a lot of purchasing power. It 


went into hiding for a time when prices jumped so 
high, and credit terms were made so steep, that al- 
together they cut off a lot of families at the pockets. 
Lower-income bracket customers became ex-custom- 
ers because they didn't have the cash to pay the pric- 
es, nor to meet the higher monthly payments. 


The blow the supreme court dealt state fair-trade 


laws is widely held to be only an excuse for the 
present price-cutting. Newspapers were full of ads 
before that, as stores tried to work off top-heavy in- 
ventories with sales promotions by reducing their 
mark-ups on goods that wouldn't move. 


Fair-trade goods whose retail prices had been 


supported by law became the first targets in the 
price wars, because the stores hadn't been able to 
advertise them in the sales already going on. In- 
ventories of the fair-traded goods had, in many cases, 
remained embarrassingly high. 


All agree now that many merchants guessed 


pay the store's overhead—unless these loss leaders 
wrong last summer and fall when they started to 
build up inventories. They thought consumer scare- 
buying would continue as long as the goods lasted. 
They thought scarcities would come sooner and pro- 
duction be far less than it turned out to be. 


When production spurted, when a big prop to in- 


flation was knocked out by the federal budget's 
getting into approximate balance, and when consum- 
ers stopped scaring so easily—the buyers' market 
developed suddenly. 


Merchants are doing what they traditionally do 


at such times—reduce their mark-ups. In the case 
of price wars, this will go on until prices drop to the 
break-even point. Then the price will be too low to 
pay the store's overhead—unless these loss leaders 
attract enough traffic into the store to move other 
goods on which the profitable mark-ups are still 
retained. 


When the merchants cut prices enough to lose 


money and when—more important—the big inventor- 
ies are worked down to comfortable size, the price 
wars will stop. That probably isn't too far off.

Russia Will Talk Louder 
As She Stockpiles A-Bombs

WASHINGTON— (NBA)—Watch for a change in Russia's policy on 


the atomic bomb. It is not considered an immediate prospect. 


But Washington authorities who study and follow this situation closely 
believe that as the Russians accumv*jte a stockpile of A-bombs, they 
will use this power as a threat to help them gain political ends. 


Informed opinion here is still pretty sure that the Russians will not 


make an open attack any place this year. A world war would be just 
as destructive of Russia as it would on other parts of the world. The 
Russians should know this even if they don't. It is the big deterrent 
to the start of open hostilities at any time in the future. 


This will not hold the Russians back from using other means to 


obtain their imperialistic ambitions. And once the Russians get a 
stockpile of atomic bombs, their bargaining position would be greatly 
increased. They could then use more of the "Do what we say or else" 
technique. 


In other words, the mere threat of Russian-held bombs would be a 


propaganda weapon, if not an actual weapon of warfare. 


Accidental stumbling into a war in which A-bombs would be used 


would, however, always be a possibility. 
• • •

now-limited output to an all-out program in case of war would be 
relatively easy, according to Maj.-Gen. W. O. Reeder, in charge of 
G-4. the General Staffs supply division. "All it would take," General 
Reeder recently told a Washington meeting of manufacturers, "is a 
telephone and guts. You've got the telephone and we've got the guts," 
he explained. "The guts" would be required in telephoning new 
orders to all contractors to step up their production.

eign military and economic aid programs is bssed largely on economy.

Land Is Purchased 
By Southwest Twp. 
For a New School 


Land was purchased this week 


by the Southwest Township School 
Board, Warren county, as a site for 
a proposed new elementary school. 


President Charles W. Lindquist, 


of Route 1, Grand Valley, said con- 
struction may begin' as soon as 
plans are approved by the state. 


The new school grounds are lo- 


cated about 600 feet to the west 
of the present Enterprise school on 
a tract of two and three-quarters 
acres purchased from Fisher & 
Young of TitusviUe. The land was 
formerly known as the Benedict 
property. 


Plans have been forwarded to 


Harrisburg to the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction calling 
for a three-class room building to 
be erected on the site. The new 
structure will be 60 by 80 feet 
and will be built of cement blocks 
with a flat-top roof. 


The estimated cost of the struc- 


ture is ?45,000. Besides the three 
classrooms there may be a cafe- 
teria and a clinic room for med- 
ical and dental treatment. 


Last fall the State Department 


of Public Instruction told the board 
a new consolidated school was ne- 
cessary since the Hunter and Pine- 
ville schools did not meet the 
department's approval. 


The township at one time had 


nine one-room schools in operation. 
At present only the two one-room 
schools at Hunter' and Pineville 
and the two-room school buildin 
at Enterprise are in operation. The 
new plan calls for the abandon- 
ment of one-room schools.

beets, it may be your soil needs 
lime. They are among the first 
vegetables to show bad effects from 
acid soil. It causes stunted growth, 
small roots, and too much led and 
i cllow coloring in their lea\es. 


II your beets showed these symp- 


toms last summer, be sure to 
spread lime or limestone screen- 
ings over your garden this spring. 


Beet seeds are large and soft: 


each "seed"' in fact is a cluster of 
seeds and will grow several plants. 
Sow them one to the inch in a half 
inch drill, and firm the soil well over 
them, because the seeds arc rough 


and air pockets easily form, pre- 
venting close contact with the soil. 


First thinning may be delayed un- 


til the roots have begun to thicken 
and the leaves are two inches or 
more wide. At this stage and as 
long as the leaves remain tender, 
a dish of beet greens cooked with 
the tiny beets will be a delight, as 
\vcll as one of the most nourishing 
dishes of the season. Thin gradual- 
ly all along the row, using the ex- 
cess plants, until the individual 
plants are four to six inches apart, 
depending on the fertility of your 
garden. 


At this distance, the beets will 


grow all sumn\er, in fertile soil, 
and good varieties remain tender 
and s\veet even when they reach 
several inches in diameter. 


For canning, the small beets are 


preferable. A row of beets can be 
sown especially, thinned out gradu- 
ally and harvested in one day when 
they have reached the desired size, 
and the canning crew is rea-Jy to 
operate.

Oorry Journal: 
Witn rumors, 


counter-rumors and outright mis- 
•tatements of the facts continuing 
to fly over the proposed school 
Jointure program involving Corry 
and five adjacent school districts, 
Wayne township school directors 
today authorized publication of 
the complete text of the agreement 
Which Is still in the tentative 
stage. 
Because the proposed jointure— 


It 1* generally felt by school di- 
rectors in an districts that there 
Will be one although the number of 
participating districts remains in 
doubt—will undoubtedly map the 
course of public school facilities 
for years to come, directors are 
urging that all taxpayers in the 
six districts read the agreement 
In its entirety. 
Because of the mounting inter- 


est in Wayne township, directors 
there have scheduled a taxpayers' 
meeting at the Wheelock School 
this Saturday at 8:30 p. m. 


Reluctant to take the responsi- 


bility of voting for or against joint- 
ure, directors at that time hope 
to get a concrete expression of 
opinion from parents and interest- 
ed residents. 
Wayne township directors are 


reported to be split on the issue 
with one director for the proposal, 
one against and the remaining 
three undecided. 


Reports from that district show 


much of the opposition to the pro- 
gram to date has stemmed from 
the first agreement which was lat- 
er revised and rewritten. 


Incorporated into the 
second 


draft was the provision that the 
joint committee could not raise or 
lower the costs of any one of the 
six participating districts for any 
reason without 
the 
consent of 


board members from the district 
involved. 


Basically, according to some di- 


rectors who have been working on 
the proposed Jointure, the program 
•win not make any major change 
In the 
methods of 
instruction, 


transportation or any of the me- 
chanics involved in educating pu- 
pils in grades T through 13. Al- 
though it frp^ at first been planned 
to carry out the Jointure on the 
elementary level (grades 1-6) it is 
apparent now that the rural dis- 
tricts will not consent to this 
phase. 


The big Advantage ^to be gained 


through jointure, according to di- 
rectors, is increased financial aid 
from the state and a school "build- 
Ing program to accommodate jun- 
ior high and high school students 
from the six districts since the 
Corry facilities, where they are be- 
ing educated at "present, will be 
crowded beyond existing limits 
within two years.
